SRN y ‘ provements, is today the pivotal point in 
ae he, the flood situation, and the Weather Bu- 
reau predicts a greater rise than during 
the disastrous flood of 1892. 

East St. Louls viewed from a 8t. Louis 
skyscraper spreads fan-shape from the 
Eads bridge, the base of the fan being a 
mile along the river. The famous Cahokia 
Creek bisects the city from northeast to 
southwest, emptying into the Mississippi 
at the south end of the fan's base. All 
between Cahokia Creek and the river is 
locally known as “‘the Island.” The Relay 
Station, a union station,is on the east bank 
of the creek, and in the central part of the 
city geographically. The principal busi- 
ness and residence sections are te the 
east, southeast and northeast of the statfon. 

All railroads from the Bad bridge cross 
Cahokia on trestles. This usually insignifi- 
cant stream is now literally “flowing up- 
stream,”’ and as a torrent at that #due to 
the higher surface of the Mississippi. The 
river and Cahokia have flooded “the Island” 
to a depth of six feet. 

F'rom the Relay Station the B. & O. and 
Vandalia roads on high embankment-all 
east side railroads form levees of them- 
selves—run east by north through the 
northern edge of the city. 

The €. & A., Wabash, Fig Four and other 
lines run due north from’the relay sta-

BUGS AND SNAKES 
FLY TO THE TREES 


The flood has driven millions of bugs to 
the trees for preservation, and even the 
field mice and snakes have followed suit. 

Trees that stand in the midst of sub- 
merged wheat fields are literally covered 
with caterpillars and every species of in- 
sect. 

A party of men who were plying through 
the bottoms around Portage des Sioux on 
@ rescue mission, report a peculiar occur- 
rence. They found a tree, every inch of 
which was covered by bugs. The leaves 
had been stripped by the voracious insects 
and nearly all the bark had been eaten. 
To appease hunger the larger bugs turned 
cannibals and devoured the smaller ones. 

The party watched the “proceedings with 
interest, but did not venture too close, de- 
terred by the rearing crests of severa] 
deadly water moccasins that had taken 
refuge in the limbs. 

Within the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant in the American bottoms and along 
the levees there has never been such an 
advent of snakes before. 

Driven from their fastnesses by the flood, 
they have sought refuge wherever it can 
be found. 

Men and boys with shotguns and re- 
volvers have been enjoying rare sport for 
gevera) days, shooting the reptiles as they 
liecotied on piles of driftwood floating on 
the cig ent or as they bask in the sun 
along the banks after their chilling itm- 
mersion.

Saturday is not Saturday in East St. 
Louis today. It is the first day of the high 
water. Since the whistles blew at 4:45 p. 
m. Friday announcing the break in the C. 
P. & St. L. tracks the city has been one 
of moving and concern. 

In the western section of the city near 
the Eads bridge approach women are walk- 
ing the streets crying. Some of them have 
been driven from their homes by the flood 
and are carrying in their hands a few of 
the things they have saved—a lamp, per- 
haps, or a jast summer's hat, or some food. 

Others are as yet free, living in homes 
as yet untouched by the water, but they 
fear its approach. 

East on Broadway from the river a line of 
wagons—farm wagons, drays, anything on 
four wheels—has been passing since Friday 
night carrying the furniture and chickens 
of residents of the island, that portion of 
East St. Louis which lies between Cakohia 
creek and the river. 

While the real suffering is at present in 
the western part of the city, even the resi- 
dents of the high northern district felt the 
effects of the river’s rise Saturday morn- 
ing. ‘ 

No Gas in 
East St. Louis. 

Gas has been shut off since Friday night. 
A floating house in Cahokia creek struck 
and broke a gas main extending over the 
creek. 

Water is still flowing into the city water 
pipes, but it is no longer the fiitered article 
of which East St. Louls has been so proud, 
but a muddy liquid like upto the river 
itself.

Business men of the city have claimed 
that the railroad tracks would form an 
unbreakable barrier for the water. 

Persons who have moved to East SB8t. 
Louis since the high water of 1892 shared 
their opinion, but old residents were skepti- 
cal. 

When the C. P. & St. L. tracks fell be- 
fore the rushing water Friday evening, 
just as a line of infantry might fall be- 
fore a column of cavalry, hopes went 
down. 

When the water continued to fill up 
slough after slough, rising after the 
fashion of water in canal locks and then 
striking against Bowman dyke until it, 
too, gave way, faith in railroad tracks 
gave way likewise. 


Little Business 
Is Transacted. 

Little business is being transacted, with 
the exception of that of grocery stores and 
meat markets. Residents of the northern 
part of town have taken to their homes, 
friends and relatives from ‘the island” 
and other flooded districts. 

The National Stock Yards is still doing 
business. The managers state that 
they will be able to continue as long as 
the Terminal can deliver freight to them. 
The yards proper are still dry. 

During the flood of 1892 many of the res- 
idents of submerged districts were given 
homes in box cars. The East St. Louis 
public schools were given to others for a 
living place. | 

Optimism was no longer preached on the

A string of freight cars held the C. & A. 
embankment, which came next, a short 
time, but the fill crumbled and five of the 
cars were carried onto the B. & O. em- 
bankment. 

When the water went through the trestle 
in the B. & O. embankment and through 
breaks it swept down to the Vandalia 
yards and to the Eads bridge approach.

The outlet from the Vandalia roundhouse 
and yards was toward Cahokia creek, and 
as the water swept through the channei 
made here, it carried several of the houses 
in the little settlement.

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PASSENGER TRAINS 
“SHOOT’’ THE FLOOD 


The officials of the Illinois Terminal] Rall- 
way, which operates between Alton and 
Edwardsville, have evolved a novel method 
of maintaining a schedule despite flood ob- 
structions. 

Just below Alton, in the Wood river bot- 
toms, the track is covered for 100 yards 
to such a depth that the water ex- 
tinguishes the fires of engines, which at- 
tempt to pull through the overflow. 

Since Friday two engines have been run- 
ning on each side of the flooded space. 
When a trainload of passengers is to be 
transported, one engine backs it rapidly 
down the track to the water, the coaches 
are uncoupled. and the impetus carries 
them through the flood to the opposite 
side. The waiting engine picks them up 
and the passengers then resume their 
journey in normal fashion. 

The scheme has been found practicable 

and the passengers enjoy the unique 
method of transportation. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC 
VERY UNCERTAIN 


The railroad freight yards in East St. 
Louis may be compelled to refuse freight, 
as the situation is threatening in the ex- 
treme. 

The Wabash has already declined to bill 
goods, as they are unable to get it out 
of their yards. The Big Four and Chicago 
& Alton were accepting and shipping all 
that was offered at noon Saturday, but 
were prepared for an instant closing of 
the receiving offices. 

All the energies of the Wabash are being 
concentrated in an effort to prevent loss to 
the rolling stock in the yards. The tracks 
leading to the freight houses are inundated 
and all cars are being hurried to higher 
tracks. 

R. D. Yoakum, assistant general freight 
agent of the Chicago & Alton, stated Sat- 
urday morning that as yet his road was 
able to ship all the freight offered and the 
tracks were clear of cars in threatened 
parts of the yards. 

Walter Nichols, general freight agent of 
the Big Four, stated that while they had 
not refused freight up to noon Saturday, 
the situation was threatening and _ they 
might be compelled to shut down at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The Big Four tracks were 
not under water at noon and freight was 
being moved eastward as rapidly as re- 
ceived.

HOW ROARING CURRENT 
BROKE MADISON LEVEE

LAKEVIEW, lll. (On C. & A. and Big 
Four Roads, Four Miles North of Mitchell), 
June 6.—The famous Madison County levee 
has broken in thnee places, the first cre- 
vasse formed at Chouteau Island yesterday 
morning, two more went through one mile 
south of Oldenburg at the very head of 
the levee in the afternoon. 

As-a result all the country from Olden- 
burg to Maison, a distance of nine miles, 
and three miles east from the river, is 
fast becoming one great lake. 

The two breaks at Oldenburg are the 
most serious. They followed one another 
cloke at 3:30 o’clock yesterday aftérnoon 
and riders hurried throughout the bottoms 
to warn the farmers. 

The sun shone brightly on hundreds of 
acres of wheat, but they are all under 
water this morning and ruined. The dam- 
age will amount to hundreds of thousands. 


Saw the 
Levee Break. 

Henry Brown of Nameok!i was standing 
on the levee a few feet from the spot where 
the first crevasse formed... , 

Scores of men had been working since 
Thursday piling in bags of dirt for fear 
of a break. They had to run for the 
lives when it came. a 

‘The levee melted away like a pile of 
sand,”’ said Brown, describing the thrill- 
ing scene. “I had driven down toward 
whére the men were working and sud- 
denly they began yelling to me to get back. 
I turned the horse and had gone a few 
feet when the break came. 

‘The water had undermined the levees. 
It was five feet from the top at the time, 
but it had been seeping through at the 
bettom and the big pile of earth just top- 
pled over and disappeared. 

“The water made a grand rush to get 
through. It boiled and seethed and roared 
and seemed to swallow up everything. 

“The first hole was no bigger than a 
door. In a minute it was 2% feet wide. 
Now it ds 100 yards. The water, was al- 
most like a wall and it rushed over the 
fields roaring.’’

Alton Builds 

Emergency Levee. 

When the steamer Spread Eagle un- 
loosed from her moorings at Alton Sat- 
urday morning at 7:30 for her trip to St. 
Louis, the correspondent viewed a re- 
markable scene along the river front. 

The torrent over night had encroached 
within a foot of the top of the platform 
of the Bluff Line station. The tracks 
for several blocks are under water. An 


emergency levee of sand bags, two feet, 


high, had been erected from Piasa street 
to State strect. Steamers in making 
landing run close to the Bluff Line tracks 
and their gangplanks extend beyond into 
the main street, 

As the Spread Eagle swung out into 
the middle of the river, the scope of the 
flood wus plainly defined, 

The whole Missousi side, barring a few 
towheads with tops of trees only visible, 
was one sheet of yellow water. 

The same condition prevails on the Ill- 
inois side where the Alton bottoms lie. 

Not a half dozen houses, and only those 
standing on ‘knolls, are inhabited. 

Below the drawbridge across the Mis- 
sissipp!i, the Wood river bottoms are one 
aes. dotted with islets, silent and deso- 
ate. 

Nothing but water and submerged trees 
is to be seen et Missouri Point, where 
the Missouri proper empties into the Mis- 
sissippi, As far as the gaze can reach 
up the Missourl, for a dozen miles at 
least, the only objects visible save tops 
are trees are piles of black drift. 

The current is terrible, although to the 
uninitiated it looks almost placid. When 
the steamer struck it. however, its 
strength was made evident. 

As she ran her nose into it, the force 
swung her to one side, and Pilot Watson 
had to hold her wheel firm.

LONG LAKE NOW 
A PART OF RIVER 


By the breaking of a cross levee running 
along the B. B. Job place in Chouteau 
township, Madison County, a strip of rich 
farm lands, three miles long by two miles 
wide was turned into a lake. 

This section of the county had escaped 
the waten and *no danger of the breaking 
of thts short levee had been anticipated. 

The flooded area comprises parts of 
Chouteau and Nameoki townships. The old 
site of Long leke, a favorite fishing resort 
for St. Louisans, was taken by the water 
which poured over the land with a rapid 
current. 

The town of Nameoki Is protected by a 
cross dike north of the town, running from 
the river front. The flood stands three 
feet high on the dike which is about eight 
feet high. 

Between the Wabash, Big Four and 
Chicago & Alton tracks and the river, the 
country is under three feet of water, due 
to the break in a cross country levee. This 
levee runs from the river ‘front across the 
north end of both the old and new Madis 
levees. '

Madison, Venice and Granite City, Il, 
were being rapidly depopulated Saturday 
morning. 

Hundreds of moving vans were busily 
engaged in moving away and storing furni- 
ture, and the occupants of the ceserted 
houses were seeking 4 refuge from the ex- 
pected flood. 

Vandals have made their appearance, fol- 
lowing the same tactics pursued by the 
eame class during the flood of 1902. On 
riday night the houseboat of Mrs. Olden- 
berg, which was tied In a place of safety 
behind the Venice postoffice on Main street, 
was cut adrift by them. Two levee guards 
who witnessed the act of cutting the lines 
of the boat fired several shots at three 
men In a skiff, who committed the act. 


Some of the shots evidently took effect, 
as a cry of pain was heard from the boat 
and a dark object was seen to fallin the 


wafer. 


Vandal May 
Have Been Killed. 

The other occupants of the boat did not 
stop in their hurry to get out of range o¢ 
the guards’ guns, and the object supposed 
to be the body of one of the marauders, 
floated down the terrific current and was 
lost to view in the darkness. 

At Granite City a force of fully 500 men 
worked all night repairing and strengthen- 
ing the threatened break at the sewage 
pumping station. The men were directed 
by Fred Kohl, president of the levee board. 

The work is being continued Saturday.

Everything of value 
has been removed and a log boom has been 
constructed at the south of the levee to 
hold valuable ship lunrber that is now 
afloat. Steam syphons and hand pumps are 
in constant service at the street car line 
power house in order to keep the water out, 
that the street cars may run. 

Train service on the Wabash railway 
through Venice has been abandoned. Sat- 
urday morning the westbound trains 
reached St. Louis over the Merchants 
bridge. : 

Constant report of breaking levees and 
rapidly approaching torrents of water 
dies to keep the remaining inhabitants 
of Venice in a state of frenzied excitement. 
In some places rafts are being hurriedly 
@constructed. All stock, except teams in 
active service removing families, has been 
sent out of the threatened district. 


Families Flee 
to Public School. 

The Venice public school, located on high 
ground, is being rapidly filled with fami- 
lies, who are given permission to occupy 
it by the board of education. 

The electric Nght plant supplying the 

tri-cities and Brooklyn with light is pre- 
paring for high water. By Sunday the en- 
tire district will be completely under wa- 
ter. 
The mayors and city marshals of the Tri- 
Cities are doing all in their pwoer to afd 
the people. There is no danger of a dearth 
in the food supply. 

All communication with East 8t. Louls 
by wagon road is cut off and the ferry to 
St. Louis is carrying only teams. 

At 10:30 o’clck Saturday mrning the pow- 
er house of the local street railway was in- 
vaded by water, stopping the machinery. 
There is now no street car communication 
between the Tri-Cities. 

Supervisor Patrick O’Reflly is receiving 
numerous calls for ald from people now in 
box cars. All will be furnished food by the 


county. 


WORK ON LEVEES 
DAY AND NIGHT

A MERE SUGGESTION. 


The movement for better terminalé for St. 
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“held up” im the Municipal Assembly until, for all. conces- 
‘sions made on account of the merchants’ movement, equal con-

All this became the usufrpct of monopoly and it remains so 
cker when, in addition to these immensely valuable franchises, 


thus obtained without payment to the city, it is demanded that 
others of enormous value shall be added—also without payment 
to the city and without safeguards for the future of its trade.” 

This is a mere suggestion from a single chapter of the long 
history of huckstering in public franchises during a period when 
they have been bought and paid for almost without concealment. 
Not payment to the city, however! If those hereafter who think 
such enormities incredible, consult the reports of the city treas- 
urer and auditor, the cold and unemotional figures of the city’s 
returns from the millions of values involved, will tell them the 
history of this period of barter in public rights and public 
privileges. They will see from that record that when fran- 
chises worth tens of millions were disposed of by the represen- 
tatives of the city, the purchase money did not find its way 


to the public treasury. 


How can the municipal administration expect the taxpayers 
of St. Louls to assume heavy burdens for the improvement of the 
city when the Council elected to support the administration votes 
to give away millions of dollars worth of city property and 
franchises to a rich and powerful terminal monopoly? Is it 
just or wise to turn over the assets of the city to wealthy fran- 
chise corporations and ask ‘the toiling tax-payers to make good 
‘the deficiency in the treasury? 
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CAN THE HOUSE BE ABOLISHED? 

In anether column Mr, G, W, Harris raises the question of the 
possibility, under the amendment te the Constitution providing 
for a new charter, of abolishing either branch of the municipal- 
ity, The amendment approved by the yoters in the general elec- 
tion last autumn repealed section 22, article 1X of the Constitu- 
tion, relating to the amendment of the charter. It previded 
for a new charter which shall previde, among other things, for 
“AT LHAST ONE HOUSER OF LEGISLATION TO BE ELECT- 
ED BY A GENERAL TICKET,” 

But section 17, article IX ef the Constitution, providing gen- 
erally fer municipal @harters in cities having more than 100,000 
inhabitants, ia net specifically repealed by the amendment, Sec- 
tion 17 declares that these charters shall provide, among other 
things, for “TWO HOUSES OF (LEGISLATION, ONE OF 
WHICH AT LEAST SHALL BH BLECTED BY GENERAL 
TICKET."' 

Now tn view of the fact that section 17 stands unrepealed, does 
the amendment of section 22 nullify its specific provision re- 
quiring two houses of legisiat!on? The new section does not say 
there shall be only one howse, But ‘“‘at least one house to- be 
elected by genera] ticket.’ j 

Would the courts take this clause as prescribing how one 
house shail] be elected, or as limiting the number of houses of 
legislation? There is nothing in the new section apparently 
conflicting with the two house provision of section 17. It merely 
repeats the part of that provision respecting the manner of 
electing one house. . 

The question is important, in view of the plan to revise the 
charter.

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AN ARGUMENT FOR IMPERIAL- 
ISM, 

A theory of imperialism extreme, but 
refreshingly frank, is elaborately set forth 
by Alpheus H. Snow in “The Administra- 
tion of Dependencies,” being ‘‘a study of 
the evolution of the federal empire, with 
special reference to American colonial prob- 
lems.”’ 

The author is not restrained by con- 
stitution scruples, for which he has little 
respect. The constitution is good enougn 
perhaps for the: members of the federal 
State, but the Empire must not be ham- 
pered by any such baggage. 

His definitions are interesting. “A state 
and its dependencies, in whatever light 
the latter are regarded, constitute, accord- 
ing to the accepted public law of the civi- 
lized world, an Empire. The old concep- 
tion of an Empire as a kingdom composed 
of kingdoms, and of an emperor as a king 
who rules oyer other kings, is passing 
away, and in its stead has come the con- 
ception of the Empire as a State composed 
of distinct and often widely separated popu- 
lations or states, of which a state Is the 
central government or emperor. The State 
so acting as the central. government OF 
emperor—whatever may. be its inner con- 
stitution, whether monarchical, oligarchi- 
cal, republican, whether federal or unitory 
—is called the Impérial State. The story 
of the administration of dependencies is in 
fact, therefore, the study of the form and 
motive of the modern empire.” 

The conception is not new. The Athene- 
ans set up an empire of this description 
2400 years ago and the mournful failure of 
that experiment in imperialism should dis- 
courage bold theorizers who try to mix 
ofl and water expecting no detriment to 


either fluid. 
‘““Yovernment so constituted that the de- 


positaries of governmental power are per- 
sons of ordinary common sense, without 
expert knowledge and experiénce, is 
popular government. p 

“Government so constituted that the de- 
positaries of g0yernmental power are 
qualified to decide the problems by expert 
knowledge, investigation and reasoning, 
and actually do so decide them, is expert 
zgovernmenge.”’ 

“Popular government is abominable in 
theory, being a government ‘by men not 
principles,’ and hence a form of slavery 
tempered only by the fact that each indi- 
vidual is supposed to participate in his 
own mastery; but it works well for some 
purposes, because it encourages each indi- 
vidual to interest himself in the govern- 
ment of the state and caljis into play indi- 
vidual initiative. Expert government—gov- 
ernment ‘by principles not men’—ls idea] 
in theory, but the frailty of man makes 
this form of government impracticable, and 
it has the disadvantage of discouraging 
individual initiative.” 

The reader can get the author’s point 
of view from these extracts. 

Popular government at home will not be 
disturbed, but expert government will be 
employed in the administration of depend- 
encles. 

America must perform the functions of 
an imperial state towards our recently ac- 
quired dependencies. The work “will not 
be done by those who blindly worship the 
constitution of the United States, but by 
those who with the principles of that con- 
stitution as their foundation and _ their 
hope,. shall apply themselves to the task 
of patienNy evolving the unwritten con- 
stitution of the American Federal Empire.” 

The argument and conclusion rest upon 
an elaborate study of American, British 
and Continental European theory and 
practice. The reader will find much to 
interest and instruct in the product of 
Mr. Snow's researches.

; : ; Each epoch has its singer. As 
Scott sang the swan song of chivalry and 
Dickens the burgher-fear of the rising 
merchant class, so Kipling, as no one else, 
has sung the hymn of the dominant bour- 
geoise, the war march of the white man 
round the world, the triumphant paen of 
militant commercialism and imperialistic 
nationalism. For that he will be remem- 
bered.’’
